HISTORY/FACTS/ISSUES:

Each year the Division of the State Fire Marshal publishes an Annual Report based upon information
gleaned through the Florida Fire Incident Reporting System (FFIRS). This Annual Report provides a
thorough analysis of fire incident data as reported throughout the state of Florida. This publication
reports on the calendar year, this most recent report captures calendar year 2009.

While it is the goal of the State Fire Marshal's Office for all fire departments to repott and maintain
compliance, such is not the case. Some rather large and established departments still are not in
compliance. Sumter County Fire Rescue began reporting upon establishment in 2002 and has received
a Certificate of Appreciation for 100% participation and compliance with the National Fire Incident
Reporting System (NFIRS) and FFIRS Program to date.

The goal of the FFIRS Section of the State Fire Marshal's Office by having all Florida fire departments
participate in the FFIRS program is to "make Florida a safer State by fighting fires with facts”. The
Florida Fires Annual Report provides valuable information on many vital issues facing the fire service
including education, fire investigations, hazardous materials, public outreach, accreditation and
statistical data to track trends in the fire service throughout the State of Florida. Attached is a copy of
the page where Sumter County's fire statistics for calendar 2009 are reported, along with the Cettificate
of Appreciation for 100% compliance. The full annual State report is maintained in the Fire Services
Administration area at the Villages Sumter County Service Center and is available for review upon
request,

The attached page showing Sumter County fire and emergency statistics is inclusive for the entire
County, including The Villages. The call volume is about equally distributed between the two
reporting departments in the County.
